CHINESE FORM A BIG TRUST. 


Oriental Merchants at Work on tho 
Scheme. 

« . Vancouver, B. C.—Some of the most 
influential Oriental merchants are now- 
working on a scheme which is simply 
gigantic in its scope and one which 
. undoubtedly will attract attention in 
<• all parts of the American continent. 

It is to form companies in every 
city of consequence in the United 
States, Canada and Australia, which 
will attempt to oontrol Chinese cap* 
ital in order to promote and control 
Oriental industries. 

When Kang, the Chinese reformer, 

- was in Vancouver, he outlined the 
s scheme to a number of prominent Chi- 

- nese and his ideas were quickly acted 
. upon. Interpreter Cum Yow, who is in 
s the scheme, said in regard to it: 

i ‘‘We have no doubts about its sue* 

) cess. Our plan is to give the Chinese 
a chance to invest their monev in this 
country and to further all Chinese in- 
■ dnstries. There are at present 6,000,- 
000 Chinese in Canada, Australia 
and the United States. and they will 
i all, we think, go into the scheme. As 
; soon as our company is formed there 
we will send out onr agents and form 
companies in every city of any size in 
Canada, the United States and Aus¬ 
tralia. We expect to issue altogether 
about 160,000,000 worth of stock. 
With the formation of the companies 
accomplished and the stock issued they 
will be brought under one management 
with headquarters possibly in Vancou- 
l ver. Then a banking institution will 
be formed and investments in Chinese 
industries will be made on an immense 
scale. Shares of the immense trust 
will sell at $1 each, and already peveral 
thousand dollars’ worth have been 
bought,here by men who are making 
only $1 a day.” 

i The promoters, who are nearly all 
wealthy men, are: Yip Sang, Hip . 
Tuck Lung, Charlie Yip Yen, Sam 
Kee, Dr. Lui, Lee Yuen and W. A. * 
Cum Yow. 1 

Kang, the Chinese reformer and ref- * 
»«ee, who originated the scheme, is ' 
said to have invested a quarter of a 1 
million in it. I 

Chinatown is much excited over the 1 
Project and every Celestial in the city 1 
is said to be eager to purchase stock. * 
The whole concern is simply an im- 1 
mouse trust, although the promoters ^ 
are loth to acknowledge it. * 

Operations of the trust will not be \ 
confined to Chinese industries, aa it 
proposed to. build stoaaoere to nm-to * 
China and possibly coneruct a railway 
line in Mexico.

New York.—A special to the Tri- 
■ bune from .Washington says: The 
u. Nicaragua Canal Commissioners—Ad- 
4 miral Walker, Colonel Ilains and Mr. 

Haupt are understood at last to have 
• settled serious disagreements which 
L have so long delayed the report of the 
Commission, and which, for a time, 
1 . threatened to make necessary the ap¬ 
pointment by the President of another 
Commission under the authority con- 
l. ferred by the last session of Congress. 

, The compromise effected among the 
Commissioners results in their fixing 
the cost of the proposed waterway, 
l. which is pronounced entirely feasible, 

! 1125,000,000. The members of the 

Commission, having agreed, after the 
- elaborate and thorough consideration 
they have given to the subject believe 
v that the last objection to the beginning 
of the inter-ocean waterway has been 
1 swept aside and that Congress may be 
relied upon to authorize its construc¬ 
tion. 

A mollified route is recommended. 

• In its preliminary report the Conimis- 
. sion declared its positive belief that a 
canal across Nicaragua was entirely 
c feasible, but the Maritime Canal Com¬ 
pany, which held the concession, ex¬ 
erted powerful influences, preventing 
; an agreement to the modified route. 

The majority of the Commission, 

: Admiral Walker and Colonel Hains, 
favored what is known as the Lull 
route. They adhered to the dimen¬ 
sions considerably greater than ever 
before proposed both in the length of 
locks and in the width, depth and 
radius of curvature of the canal in 
order that large ocean steamers and 
especially war ships could securely 
and quickly make the trip over the 
divide. This, they said, necessarily 
made a corresponding increase in the i 
estimated cost in no way inconsistent 
with tbe estimates made from former ' 
survey, which contemplated a much ] 
smaller and cheaper canal. I 

It was tlie opinion of the Cominis- 1 
sion that of the two routes estimated 
for, the Lull route was the most de¬ 
sirable, because it is easier of construe- ( 
tion, presents no problems not well 
within good engineering precedents, 1 
and will be safer and more reliable 
when the canal is completed. 

It also expressed the conviotion that j 
the dimensions and form of construe- j 
tion preferred by the Commission were J 
better than the cheaper form with 
smaller dimensions, which would un- f 
doubtedly call for expensive improve- J 
ments within a short time after its p 
completion. 1

GOODS CARRIED BY FOREIGN SHIPS. 

The United States Alto Owes Large 
Sums of Money to Other 
Nations. 


3 Wellington.—The fact that the 
Lnited States has overtaken and 
I passed the United Kingdom as an ex- 
, P° r ' country and is now leading the 
world as a distributor of manufactures 
and natural products is discussed at 
i considerable length in an elaborate 
i P*P*“ r by Sir Robert Giffen. recently 
Read before the Royal Statistical So¬ 
ciety of England. Giffen says, among 
Other things: 

There are obvious reasons why the 
lnited States should have an excess of 
exports. In the first place, the United 
States has to pay in its exports for the 
share of the carriage of goods in its for¬ 
eign trade, which is performed by for- 
(sign ships. This is a very large figure. 
It may be mentioned, by the way, that 
the foreign country which does the j 
currying trade for the United States is 
idainlv the United Kingdom, and in ! 
this difference between the two conn- ; 
tries accordingly we have pro tan to an 
explanation of the United Kingdom 
aad of the excess of exports in the ease 
of the United States. Next, the 
Unjted States is a country which owes 
money in various ways to foreign na¬ 
tions. 

' More important still, a great deal i 
of capital lias been invested in the 1 
United States by Europeans, by Eng- 1 
lish people, by Dutch people aiid Bel- 1 
ginfla. as well as by French and Ger¬ 
mans. not to speak of minor nutionali- 
tie* in Europe. The interest on this 
debt, has, of course, to hi- paid in ex- 
! pbrtt, unless to the extent that, in any 
givefipenod reinvestments are made in 
the tun i ted States can be acoounted for, 
and It may be questioned whether in 
recotft years, when tho excess of ex- 
po rtf was so large,any great withdawal 
of capital from the United States was 
in progress.”

CHINA IN FEAR ON DISRUPTION. 


TO OPERATE IN MANY STATES. 


Seventeen Automobile Vehicle Com¬ 
panies Organized. 

Trenton, N. J.—Seventeen electric 
vehicle transportation companies were 
incorporated here the other day. 
These companies' were formed by the 
Wbitney-Elkins-Widener syndicate to 
operate automobiles in as many differ¬ 
ent states. Each of the companies has 
an authorised capital of $100,000, ex¬ 
cept the one formed for the District of j 
Columbia, which has an authorized 
capital of $6,000,000. The cap¬ 
ital, with this latter exception, 
it is supposed to be merely a nominal 
amount, to be increased later. The 
incorporators of each state are James 
F. Hayes, a Jersey City lawyer, and 
clerks in his oflioe. 

The several states for which these 
companies are formed are: Tennessee, 
Georgia, Ohio, Kentucky, New Jersey, 
Louisiana, Delaware, California, Mich¬ 
igan, Minnesota, Iowa, Maryland, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Missouri, Vir¬ 
ginia and District of Columbia.

Seasonable Poultry Work. 

Clean and whitewash the henlionee 
and rake up the rubbish if such work 
was not done last month. Usually 
the men on the farm attend to ever y- 
tbing else on the place before they do 
khe least thing for the comfort and 
well-being of the poultry. Such work 
lot only improves the appearance of 
ihe premises but greatly lessens the 
ihances of death and sickness in the 
lock later in the season. This month 
s also a good time to set Hamburg 
2 )d Leghorn eggs. Chicks of these 
reeds grow rapidly and mature early 
ad if hatched out as late, or even a 
ittle later, than the 1st of June, the 
nllets will be ready to lay in October, 
'here is still time to set hens of the 
arger breeds. Take good care of the 
thicks already out. Give them clean 
loops that can be kept dry inside, and 
dosed up at night. Let them run 
•ut on pleasant days, allowing them 
•lenty of wholesome food. Keep them 
ree from lice. If at this time, or 
ater, you see any of your chicks trail- 
ng their wings on the ground, trying 
o stand on their heads, twisting their 
eads baok or looking distressed and 
ncomfortable, it is safe to assume they 
re troubled with lice. 


New Plan of tho Czar. 

St. Petersburg.—The C*ar presided 
at a meeting of the council called to 
diacuss tbe question of abolishing 
transportation to Siberia,on the ground 
that it had become rejudioial to the 
interests of the country, and was a 
serious obstacle to tbe progress of 
Siberia. As an outcome of tbe deliber¬ 
ations the Czar ordered a commission, 
to be presided over by the Minister of 
Justice, Privy Councilor N. V. Mura- 
vieff, to meet for the purpose of con¬ 
sidering the question of substituting 
another penalty for transportation to 
tbe Siberian mines. 

Vaccination to Be Enforced. 

Washington.—The Secretary of War 
today ordered the commanding officer 
at Fort Wingate, N. M., to dispatch an 
adequate force of troops immediately 
to the Moqui Pueblo Indian villages in 
Arizona to assist in overcoming resist¬ 
ance to the work of disinfecting and 
quarantining the villages where small¬ 
pox is prevalent. Secretary Alger says 
that with careful vaccination there will 
be little danger to tbe troops as they 
will be used only to enforce the orders j 
of the agent. 


I Rumored Attempt to Meke .lapan an 
^ Ally—Dealrea to Oust Germany. 

Tacoma, Wash.—Mail advices by 
^ the Oriental liner Victoria says: Near¬ 
ly ly all the Tokio journals give publicity 
„ to a rumor apparently emanating from 
Shanghai, to the effect that China has 
approached the Japanese Government 
for a request to get Germany out of 
g Shantung. The suggestion is that the 
Peking authorities have at last been 
roused to the imminence of the 
dangers threatening the Chinese em¬ 
pire and to the certainty of its disrup- 
- tion unless some stop is put to the 
nunscrupulous demands now constantly 
3 preferred by Western States. Germany 
3 being regarded as the leader in the 
game of aggression aud Shantung pos- 
i sessing speoial sanctity in Chinese eyes 
i as the birthplace of Confucius, there 
is double reason for the desire to get 
i Germany out of the field. The follow¬ 
ing dispatch has been received by local 
mandarins from Chinanfn, the pro¬ 
vincial capital of Shantung: 

‘‘A large force of Germans went 
about ten days ago to the village of 
Kuoohia-chuang, in the Lanshaa hills, 
near Kiaochau, and forcibly evioted 
the inhabitants. When tbis had been 
done the Germans set fire to a part of i 
the village and then left the place.” 

Another force of Germans is now in 1 
Jih Chao demanding the person of one l 
Hsueh Tien Tse, a townsman of that | 
city, who is charged with having griev- i 
ously insulted a certain Roman Catho- j 
lie priest. The Germans, who have f 
taken up their quarters in tbe magis- t 
trate’s yamen, declare that they will c 
not leave tbe city unless their demands 1 
are fulfilled. It is stated by emisea- t 
ries returned from Tsintao that tbe s 
Germans are gathering a large force e 
and quantities of ammunition and food v 
supplies in that place preparatory to a V 
general move upon Chinan fu, but this 
report must be taken with all reserve.

. MACHINE TO WIPE OUT ARMIES. 

War Baloon Bald to Have Bean Devised 
by a Kentucky Tramp. 

t Mayaville, Ky.—Sevoral years ago 
i there appeared in this city a tramp 
1 whose name is not now known. He 
had in his possession an aerial torpedo 
' t,lat something new. He sold it 
to A. E. Cole & Co. of this city, who 
at once set about to secure a patent 
from Washington. The weapon is a 
city destroyer and an army annihila- 
tor. The maohine is simple in con¬ 
struction. It consists of a balloon 
large enough to carry abont 600 
pounds. From the balloon there runs 
a cable about three feet long, on the 
end of which is a small oak board with 
a slot in the center. On this board 
there rests a dock, a spring and a I 
razor blade at the edge of the slot. I 
Through the slot runs a small rope, the 
end of whioh is fastened to a torpedo, 
which is loaded with 600 pounds of 
gun-cotton, nitro-glycerine or dyna¬ 
mite. 1 he velocity of the wind is 
taken, and the clock is set to the time 
it will require the balloon to get over 
the objective point. The firm has re¬ 
ceived letters from Russia, Germany, 

I ranee, Italy and Austria in regard to 
the machine. r

A fowl that has 
once had bumblefoot is worth but very 
little afterward, as it will become 
lame again at times. Make the roosts 
low, and all of the same level, whioh 
is the surest preventive.

German Kmperor Hopes Peace Confer¬ 
ence May He Satisfactory to Czar. 

Weisbaden, Prussia.—At a luncheon 
given by Emperor William the other 
day, in accordance with his oustom, in 
honor of the birthday of Emperor 
Nicholas, the Kaiser toasted the Czar 
in the following terms: 

‘‘With the tost to the Czar’s health 
which I propose every year with heart¬ 
felt sincerity, would today couple my 
hearty good wishes upon the opening 
of the conference at The Hague, which 
owes its origin to his majesty’s initia¬ 
tive.” 

Then, turning to the Russian Em¬ 
bassador, Count von Hosten-Sackun, he 
continued: “Honored Count, it is my 
sincere wish that those two tried and 
experienced statesmen, M. de Staal and 
Count yon Munster, acting in accord¬ 
ance with tbe old traditions uniting 
my house with bis majesty’s and the 
German with tbs Russian people, and 
carrying out the identical instructions 
given them by the Czar and myself 1 
may so conduct he conference that the 
result will satisfy tiie Czar. The 
health of his majesty! Hurrah!”

At the Utah station, where some 
poultry experiments have been under 
way, a pen of Light Brahmas made a 
good record during the time they were 
in the business. During ten months 
they made a better egg record than 
cross-breds daring twelve months. 
The cross-breeds were broody longer 
than tbe pure-bresd Brahmas,and this 
probably accounts for the smaller egg 
yield. The eggs produced by the Light 
Brahma pullets weighed 11 per 
cent more than those produced by the 
Leghorn pullets. 


There are three forcing feeds—meat, 
ordinarily in the form of ground green 
bone with a good deal of the meat on 
the bone, milk, and fish. Milk is ex¬ 
pensive, and fish can uot easily be ob¬ 
tained, except near the sea-coast, and 
too much raw fish will give an unpleas¬ 
ant taste to the egg. It is said that 
boiled fish will not do so. Ground 
green-bone is, therefore, the forcing 
food chiefly depended on.

SIMPLE METHODS 
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THE ENTERPRISE 


Which Will Reveal the Adulteration 
of Food Article*. 

Considering the prevalence of adul- 
terations in different articles of daily 
consumption for food, it behooves thj 
wise housekeeper to know a few siui 
pie tests to ascertain whether she is 
buying what she asks for and not a 
whole lot of substauees that do not be 
long to it at all. In most cases it would 
take a long and expensive chemical 
analysis to determine exactly what and 
how much adulteration there is In th<* 
article, but the following tests will giv ■ 
a relative idea of the pureness of til- 
substance under suspicion: To test 
water for its palatability put, say half 
a pint in a colorless glass-stoppered 
bottle, dissolve a small amount of cauc 
sugar in it and allow it to stand in a 
moderately warm place for a week ot 
ten days. If the water remains clear 
it is probably all fight, hut ir it be 
comes turbid it is unfit for drinking. 
To test tea for strength an infusion 
should be made. If the decoction is 
very highly colored the leaves have 
been tampered with. Prussian blue is 
often used to color tea with. When this 
is suspected add a solution of potash 
to the tea and it will remove the color 
if Prussian nine is present. The color 
can be renewed by the addition of a 
little vinegar. The detection of the ad¬ 
dition of chicory, caramel or some of 
the sweet roots to coffee is quite easy. 
Throw a few grains of the finely 
ground coffee on the surface of a glass 
of clear water. If any of the adulter 
ants mentioned are present they will 
be rapidly surrounded with a circle of 
brownish colored water, which will 
soon diffuse through the whole liquid. 
Pure coffee under those circumstances 
will remain colorless for at least fifteen 
minutes. Solid matter iu sugar can lie 
detected liy simply dissolving some of 
it iu clear water and allowing it to 
stand, wlteu the solid impurities will 
settle down to the bottom. In buying 
canned goods press up the bottom of 
the can. If it rattles like a piece of tin, 
decomposition may bo beginning on tiu* 
inside. If, on the contrary, it is firm 
and solid the contents of the can are 
all right. Vinegar can he tested for 
the presence of oil of vitriol by adding 
a few drops of a solution of chloride 
of barium, which will deposit a white 
sediment on standing. If a few drops 
of a solution of lunar caustic gives a 
white precipitate wlteu added to (Lie 
vinegar it contains hydrochloric acid. 
Pickles are often boiled iu copper ket¬ 
tles to give them a green color, which 
is poisonous. Hold a bright needle iu 
the vinegar from the pickles, and if 
they have been so treated copper will 
deposit on the surface of the needle. 
Table salt always contains a certain 
percentage of magnesium chloride. Too 
much of this causes the salt to become 
sticky in damp weather and gives it a 
hitter taste. Add finely ground starch 
to overcome this. Yeast that has a 
blue appearance should be rejected, as 
it is commencing to decay. Good bak¬ 
ing powder is soluble in eighteen times 
its own weight of water. If there s 
much residue left over after ibis the 
powder has been adulterated wi:h 
gypsum. Add a little lye to the s.du

It was often the case that iu 
the direction aud the addresses of these 
cable dispatches there would lie a dozen 
perfectly superfluous words, for the 
transmission of which the government 
had to pay the same as for the words 
in the body of the dispatch. It is said 
that one of Shat ter's messages, while In 
Cuba, was addressed to “the Hon. R. A. 
Alger, Secretary of War, War Depart¬ 
ment, Washington, D. C„” and was 
signed “W. R. Shafter, Major-Geueral 
Commanding Fifth Army Corps.” 
These twenty-one words cost the gov¬ 
ernment about $21. Under the new 
code the dispatch would have been ad¬ 
dressed “Secwar, Washington,” and 
signed “Shafter.” and the twenty-one 
words would have become reduced to 
three, with a corresponding decrease In 
telegraph tolls.

And yet, when the 
application is made for an appropria¬ 
tion to build these storage reservoirs 
and prevent these floods, the wiseacres 
from the East hold up tbeir hands in 
horror and exclaim that the West has 
no rivers and harbors to improve and 
the East must continue to take the 
lions’ share of the River and Harbor 
Bill, while the Missouri River floods 
go on to the sea, leaving destruction in 
their wake.—Exchange.

The Fearful Cruelty That MulAi Thlt 
Dainty a l*o«albliity. 

To the ordinary man and woman no 
conception of the torlnre to which tho 
poor, nnfortnnate goose is put could 
possibly be formed. 

The geese when abont 9 months old 
are taken from the pastures and placed 
in an underground cellar, where broad, 
slanting stone slabs stand in rows, and 
are bonnd fast to the tables. They are 
literally crucified. 

Feet, wings and bodies are spread 
out and bound by bands, so that only 
the neck is left free. As may be imag¬ 
ined, the animal struggles with all its 
might against this stretching, till, after 
days of vain endeavor to free itself 
from the bands and its position, its 
powers of resistance are overcome, and 
a dull resignation, broken only by its 
low cries, takes possession of it. Two 
months must pass away before death 
brings relief. 

The animals are meanwhile crammed 
with dumplings made of dough of buck¬ 
wheat, chestnuts and stewed maize. 
Every two honrs, six times a day, they 
receive from three to five dumpling 
pills, which in time become so sweet to 
the tortured creatures that they stretch 
their necks to be crammed. 

The most difficult task is to deter¬ 
mine the right moment for death. 
Those who die of their own accord are 
lost to the liver factory, therefore a 
kind of study is needed to see when the 
cup of.agony is brimming full and the 
liver is ripe for taking. The bodies of 
such ripe ones are like pnmpkins— 
where ordinarily fingers are buried in 
flesh and fat nothing but skin and bone 
are found. The livers have absorbed all 
the strength and juices.

After nine years of building and the 
expenditure of $1,000,000, the Federal 
government Is just putting the finishing 
touches ou the Soldiers' Home at Mar¬ 
ion, Ind. Tills is the seventh, and, with 
one exception, the last institution for 
tlie care of war veterans. The eighth 
home has just been started at Danville, 
111., and the others are located at To- 
gus, Me.; Dayton, Ohio; Leavenworth, 
Kan.; Los Angeles, Cal.; Hampton, Ya., 
and Milwaukee, Wis. Already the 
economists are figuring on the use of 
these great institutions—the smallest of 
which is capable of accommodating 
2,500 men—In the future, when the vet¬ 
erans of the rebellion are gone. The 
Spunish-Ainerlcan service men can 
never till them. Congressman Steele, 
manager of the Marlou home, aud for 
many years chairman of the committee 
on military affairs, thinks they will 
finally be used for barracks and sta¬ 
tions for the regular army. But he 
adds that statistics show that it will 
be at least 1940 before all the veterans 
of 1801-5 have passed away, though it 
will be only a few years until there will 
be inueh room to spare, and not more 
than ten or fifteen years probably until 
they can all lie brought together in one 
home. As yet the Spunish-servlce vet¬ 
eran has not made his appearance at 
nny of tho homes. He will never have 
much hearing on the question, owing

elaborate, nothing cheap. The blue 
doth and the brass buttons, the flutter¬ 
ing flags, Ihe peace, contentment, and 
happiness, which are everywhere, 
make the visitor readily understand 
the often-repeated statement, “Once en¬ 
tered, always remain.” It is a fairy 
land to tlie wanderer, an acceptable 
home to tlie well-to-do. No hotel serves 
better prepared or more wholesome 
meals; no housekeeper lias her home so 
spotless. 

The maintenance of this home, as all 
of tlie other national homes, is met by 
government appropriation. The food 
maintenance last year was $85,000. 
Aside front this there was an appro¬ 
priation of $100,000 to cover clothing 
and other items. Every year the gov¬ 
ernment distributes $51,000 in pensions 
to these men, and no man receiving 
more than $10 a month is eligible to en¬ 
trance. Most of tliis money is sent to 
relatives, or Invested on the outside. 
Those who have no relatives or friends 
on the outside put their cash iu bank 
until they have enough to take a sum¬ 
mer trip. There is always a thinning 
out during the summer months, the 
veterans going visiting, or on trips, or 
go out to work on furloughs. Some¬ 
times there are 1,200 men out, and 
there a re generally at least 400 furloughs 
in force. Tho enrollment of the seven 
national institutions at present is as 
follows:

Bow the Immortal Abe Won His 
Early Sacceaaea at the Bar. 

A trait was brought in the United 
Btates coart in Springfield against a 
citizen for an infringement of a patent 
right. Mr. Lincoln was employed to 
defend it. Mr. Lincoln went to the 
most skilled architect in the city, in¬ 
quired how he spent his winter even¬ 
ings and received the reply: “If times 
are brisk, I soipetimey wort Otherwise 
lnave n6 Special business.” 

Mr. Lincoln said: “I have a patent 
right case in court. I want yen as a 
partner and will divide fees. I know 
nothing abont mechanics—never made 
it a study. I want yon to make a list 
of the best works on mechanism, as 1 
don’t suppose they can be purchased 
here. I will furnish the money, and 
you can send to Chicago or New York 
for them. I want yon to come to my 
house one night each week and give me 
instructions. ” In a short time he had 
witnesses to meet him, and they were 
thoroughly drilled. 

When the trial commenced, Mr. Lin¬ 
coln pnt his questions at the cross ex¬ 
amination so scientifically that many 
witnesss were bothered to reply. When 
his witnesses were put on the stand, so 
skillful were his questions that the 
court, the jury and the bar wondered 
how Abe Lincoln knew so much about 
mechanism. His witnesses could reply 
promptly. He gained the suit and a 
reputation such that Mr. Lincoln was 
sustained in every patent right case 
brought into that court up to the time 
he went to Washington. He went to 
Chicago, St. Louis, Iowa, Ohio, Ken¬ 
tucky and Michigan to try patent right 
camm , and the last year of his practice 
did little else.—Thomas Lewis' “Recol¬ 
lections of Lincoln" in Leslie's Weekly.
